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1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969).

2. Claims 1 , 2, and 4-1 3 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-12 
respectively of copending Application No. 10/626204. Although the conflicting claims 
are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because they merely 
differ in the exact terminology. For example, claim 1 in this application differs from claim 
1 in SN 10/626204 in: (1) not including step (a) "providing... rings", (2) not including the 
recitation of "a combination of in the measuring step, and (3) not including the recitation 
of "the combination" in the dynamically balancing step. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 



3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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This method claim does not recite a step. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1, 2, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by CRAIG (4,003,265). 

Note figures 2 and 3, and column 5 line 36 - column 6 line 6. CRAIG discloses a 
method of balancing a rotating spindle assembly using eccentric rings that are mounted 
on the spindle. A complete reading of the CRAIG disclosure indicates that the eccentric 
rings are always mounted on the spindle. 

6. Claim 14 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
